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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully considered 
but are not persuasive. Applicant argues in substance that Gume does not teach a first and second interface coupled to a first and second 
network since the handheld scanner uses the same interface. 

In response, Gume teaches a handheld scanner comprising a plurality of interfaces 32-44 (see fig. 3). The scanner uses interface 42 to 
communicate with a vehicle using at least six different cables wherein each of the cables uses a different protocol (see col. 4 lines 42-64). 
Since the claims does not necessarily define that the first and second interface and not the same interface, then Gume's interface 42 
communicating with plurality of interfaces using different protocols meet the scope of the claimed limitaion. Also even if the claim 
necessates that the forst and second interface to be two distinct interfaces, Gume also teaches the scanner has other interfaces such as 
32-38 which may connect to deffierent components of the vehicle and obtain diagnostic information (see col. 7 lines 53-col. 8 lines 3). 
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
